The BuperistSkding School Conitmittes of the Town of 

Tuaconia, respectfully submits the following Report relative 
to the-condition of its schools, for the year endiag March 
Ast, 1859. 
. sap aC happy in expressing the opinion, that the improve- 
; ment which has been made in most of the districts is very 
| marked, with one or two exceptions; which was quite en- 
couraging. ‘The critical explanation of rules, and problems 
which I witnessed, shows that pupils are’gencrally becoming 
more thorough in their studies. 

The amount of money raised by the taxes for the support 
of schools is $860.00; that received from the Literary fund 
is $105.00; and Fenn the tax sai from, the railroad 
$80.04; total $1045.04. 

One of the greatest faults in our schools i 18 eaten tat 8 in 
the attendance of the scholars. It is next to an impossibil- 
ity to make a school appear as it should, when someone of 
the class is absent half of the time; for when’ the’ class 
comes to review those lessons that were not committed by 
the absent scholar, he then has not the time to commit the 
extra, unless you stop the class and wait for the absent 
scholar. I

Summer School, Jamzs W. WezzsreEr, of Concord, teacher. 
The general appearance of the school indicated interest. The 
teacher was of the first rank, and the result of his instruc- 
tion was highly beneficial. Discipline was of the highest 
order, and the method of instruction plain and systematic.
